Lucy  and  Ed  Lipiner  joined  our 
congregation  just  over  four 
years  ago  and  very  quickly 
became  Shabbat  morning 
regulars.  It  may  have  taken  a 
few  months,  but  by  coming  consistently, 
they  were  able  to  establish  good,  strong 

bonds  with  many 
of  our  other 
members  who 
also  are  weekly 
shul- goers.  To 
look  at  them 
now,  and  to  see 
how  well  they 
have  integrated 
themselves  into 
our  community,  you  would  think  that 
they  have  been  here  for  closer  to  forty 
years  than  four! !  Earlier  this  year,  Lucy’s 
sister,  Frieda  Leszkowitz,  joined  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  as  well,  and  she  too, 
is  becoming  a  Shcibbat-morning  fixture. 

Their  experience  reflects  what  I  wrote 
about  our  shul  some  years  ago:  In  order 
to  feel  a  part  of  our  community  you  need 
to  come  regularly — let’s  say  six  out  of 
eight  weeks  within  a  two-month 
timeframe.  And  while  it’s  true  that  within 
that  period  you  may  not  get  to  hold  long, 
deep  conversations  with  people  whom 
you'd  like  to  get  to  know  better,  the 
surefire  way  to  know  that  you’ve  become 
a  regular,  too,  is  to  then  absent  yourself 
for  several  weeks.  Upon  your  return,  you 
can  bet  that  you  will  be  greeted  by  many 
of  our  members — even  those  who  barely 
said  “Shabbat  Shalom ”  to  you  before — 
with,  “Where  have  you  been?  You 
haven’t  been  here  for  awhile!”  It’s  not 
that  these  regulars  have  been  unfriendly 
up  to  now,  but  simply  that  they  have 
well-established  relationships  with  many 
of  the  other  regulars  and,  until  you 
disappeared,  they  didn’t  have  a 
conversation  topic  with  which  to

Confronting  Social  Issues  First-Hand 


Repairing  the  world  means  getting  involved. 

n  the  Talmud ,  we  read  that  “He  who 
]  executes  charity  and  justice  is  regarded 

'  -i  H 

as  though  he  had  filled  the  entire  world 
with  kindness.”  It  is  a  concept  as 
difficult  to  grapple  with  in  adulthood 
as  it  is  in  childhood,  yet  it  underlies  so 
much  of  what  we  do  in  Jewish  Education. 

In  the  Hebrew  High  School,  we  try  to 
present  our  students  with  opportunities  to 
interact  with  issues  of  chesed  and  tzedakah 
throughout  their  time  with  us.  As  they  spiral 
through  the  years  of  our  program,  they 
become  more  able  to  confront  the  social 
issues  that  face  us  as  individuals  and  as  part 
of  a  Jewish  community.  For  example: 

Food  Pantry  Starting  in  8th  grade, 
students  are  eligible  to  volunteer  in  our 
food  pantry.  Each  Friday  volunteers  are 
here  to  pack  shopping  bags  full  of  food  and 
to  distribute  them  to  people  in  our  greater 
community  who  are  in  need  of  assistance. 
This  project,  which  has  been  a  cornerstone 
of  the  High  School  social  action  program 
for  many  years,  is  entirely  student  run  and 
directed.  This  year,  our  co-chairs  Elizabeth 
Fife  and  Elisabeth  Holm  are  working  to 
re-examine  policies  and  procedures  to  meet 
the  needs  of  this  community  more 
effectively. 

7th/8th  grade  Social  Justice  In  order 


to  better  meet  the  developmental  needs 
of  our  upper  middle  school  students,  last 
year  we  piloted  a  new  program  to 
introduce  them  to  many  of  the  themes 
and  ideas  about  our  responsibility  in 
healing  the  world.  The  students,  who 
meet  each  week,  spend  the  fall  studying 
Jewish  texts  and  thinkers  and  examining 
how  these  writings  apply  to  contempor¬ 
ary  social  issues,  such  as  hunger,  home¬ 
lessness,  caring  for  the  ill  and  the  elderly. 
In  the  spring,  they  work  in  small 
groups  to  identify  an  issue  they 
would  like  to  work  on,  and  then  partner 
with  organizations  in  the  city  where 
they  volunteer  over  several  months. 

Chesed  Sunday  Each  month,  students 
from  across  the  grades  come  together  to 
work  in  and  around  the  city  to  help  make  a 
difference.  Their  projects  vary  in  time  and 
in  scope;  however  they  all  offer  our 
students  a  chance  to  share  with  each  other 
in  the  experience  and  in  the  connection  to 
the  mitzvah  of  helping  others. 

Obviously,  none  of  these  programs  can 
stand  alone  in  empowering  the  next 
generation  to  do  their  part  to  repair  the 
world  (tikkun  olam).  All  of  these  fit 
within  the  rubric  of  community  service 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  as  a  whole. 
Programs  like  Octobers  Mitzvah  Day  and 
this  months  Project  Ezra  luncheon  with 
the  Mens  Club  offer  our  students 
amazing  ongoing  examples  of  people 
who  make  gemilut  Chasidim  (acts  of 
loving  kindness)  a  priority  in  their  lives.
